Tight squeeze 
for firefighters 
at Pelham Fire 
Station No. 3

Rather than Dalmatians, Pelham Fire 
Station No. 3 has mice running around 

It also needs doors replaced, a paint 
job, a safety railing in its storage area 
and a fenced in compound to secure its 
all terrain vehicle. 

And those are just the immediate 
problems with the 10-year-old station in 
a leased building on Sixteen Rd. 

Town council Monday agreed to spend 
$10,000 from a working funds reserve to 
deal with the immediate problems. 

It also directed staff to prepare terms 
of reference to address future facility 
requirements for Fire Station No. 3. 

In a report to council, acting fire chief 
Jim Phelps and Capt. Jack Junkin listed 
short comings. 

They said the building does not func¬ 
tion well as a fire station. 

“The building is lacking room to 
maneuver, proper washroom facilities 
and training space. The truck bays and 
doors are very narrow.”

Pelham site 
bylaw meeting 
draws crowd

PELHAM — An meeting to draw com¬ 
ments on a site alteration bylaw idea 
drew about 40 to Pelham town hall 
Wednesday evening. 

While some hoped for a public 
debate, the information meeting was set 
up to encourage one-on-one and group 
discussions. 

For almost two-hours residents, staff 
and councillors mingled in sometimes 
heated exchanges. 

Planning director Craig Larmour 
handed out general information about 
site alteration bylaws and asked for writ¬ 
ten comments on whether the town 
needs one. 

The town does not have one. Some 
municipalities in Niagara region do. 

The bylaw would give the town “the 
legal means to control and enforce the 
placement or dumping of fill, the altera¬ 
tion of grade or the removal of topsoil 
from land,” Larmour said in his handout. 

It is intended "to regulate activihes with 
the potential for environmental degrada¬ 
tion (dumping, erosion, sedimentation), 
drainage problems (blockages, impact on 
neighbouring properties) and public nui¬ 
sance (tracking of mud on roads, dust).”

A site alteration bylaw 
would not replace existing 
land plans, such as a plan of 
subdivision or site control 
plan, common for property in 
urban areas of the town.

They recommended a com¬ 
mittee comprised of town 
staff, volunteer firefighters 
and a member of council to 
examine the building require¬ 
ments for Fire Station No. 3.

He understood that some 
were disappointed that it did 
not become an open debate 
on an alteration bylaw. 

That, he said, would even¬ 
tually come if town council 
decides to pass one. Once a 
bylaw is prepared, then it can 
be debated. Right now, he 
said, council wants to know if 
people want one. 

A few years ago, the town 
started the process to create 
one following the building of a 
controversial berm on Church 
St near Webber Rd. However, 
the idea of bylaw failed to get 
enough support. 

On Wednesday evening, 
during the almost two-hours 
of discussions among groups, 


is no quick fix here” but 
immediate problems can be 
handled such as moving the 
ATV out of the main station. 
It would provide more room 
for trucks and volunteer fire¬ 
fighters in the Short Flills Fire 
and Rescue association.

Larmour and Keegan said 
they found a split among 
those who wanted a bylaw 
and those who did not. 

“There was a lot of frustra¬ 
tion with people wanting to 
talk about individual inci¬ 
dents," Larmour said. 

Unsightly berm construc¬ 
tion and changes in water flow 
resulting in property flooding 
were among reasons cited for 
a bylaw. 

Those against it such 
as Dave Honey of Niagara 
Chapter of the Ontario Land 
Owners Association saw such 
a bylaw as another limit on 
farmland, another permit 
farmers would have to deal 
with. He was concerned about 
possible exemptions for devel¬ 
opers and landscapers. 

Roger Martens said he 
has had experience with a 
neighbour altering his land. 
Martens said it resulted in the 
killing trees on his land. 


up in 2001 when Thorold, 
which used to provide fire 
service to northern Pelham, 
closed its station at St. Johns. 

It was considered a short¬ 
term measure to ensure fire 
protection for new houses 
built in the area, Phelps said 
in his report.

Two CanBike camps put an 
extra spin on day-camping 
experience in Pelham this 

After a successful run 
last year, the town held two 
cycling safety camps along 
with its regular summer-long 
program of weekly camps. 

During the cycling camps, 
riders learned the basics of 
signaling, turning and rules of 
the road. 

They began in the classroom 
and worked their way outside. 

By going through an 
obstacle course, they were 


reminded to signal turns, look 
over their shoulder and keep 
control of their bikes. 

Each day they went on the 
road riding from their base 
at the Pelham Arena along a 
route, which include streets 
and the Steve Bauer Trail, to 
the town’s swimming pool at 
Marlene Stewart Streit Park. 

Instructor David Hunt said 
the program stressed safety 
and knowledge of highway 
rules as well as the impor¬ 
tance of equipment. 

“Most came with the proper 
equipment for day driving,” 
he said. "Most don’t have the 
lights you would need at night. 
A couple didn’t have bells, 


which are required under the 
Highway Traffic Act.” 

The biggest challenge 
for young drivers is staying 
focused, he said. They have 
to be alert to what is around 

The cycling campers were 
trained how to make turns 
across two lanes, for example, a 
skill necessary in urban areas. 

Day camp co-ordinator 
Laura Mannell said this sum¬ 
mer's camps have been filled 
most weeks. 

A Zumba dance exercise 
feature has become popular 
with campers as has an Aqua 
Zumba in the town’s swim¬ 
ming program.

Seniors walk for Parkinson Movie night slated for Aug. 31

PELHAM — Residents of 
Lookout Ridge Retirement 
Community stepped out early 
for the annual Parkinson 
Superwalk. 

The national walk is held in 
September, this year on Sept. 
11-12, but Lookout Ridge hit 
the pavement last week. 

“It was partly to take advan¬ 
tage of the good weather,” said 
recreation manager Lauren 
Boudens. 

This is the second annual 
walk by the retirement com¬ 
munity. The first one was on 
a cool damp day, this year the 
sun shined on it. 

About 60 walkers doubled 
last year's contributions rais¬ 
ing $2,600 in pledges from 
Mends and relatives. 


“We have some residents 
with Parkinson’s,” said 
Boudens, "so it seemed an 
appropriate cause.” 

Nationally, the walk in 90 
communities across Canada 
is shooting for $3 million for 
research into Parkinson’s 
disease. 

It also strives to raise aware¬ 
ness of the condition. It’s a 
movement disorder caused 
by a lack of the chemical 
dopamine going to the brain. 
Tremors and poor balance are 
symptoms of Parkinson. 

For Friday’s walk the 
Parkinson’s Society sup¬ 
plied walkers with Parkinson 
Superwalk T-shirts. 

Joyce Teather, who raised 
$260 in pledges for the 
Lookout walk, said she had 
a personal connection with 
Parkinson’s. 


A friend much younger 
than her has it 

“We sometimes forget it 
can affect any age group,” she 

Linda Lesurf, who raised 
$200, said part of Lookout 
Ridge’s goal was to encour¬ 
age other retirement homes 
to accept a challenge to raise 
money. 

She said some of the resi¬ 
dents have it and it is problem 
for some older people. 

"It is a dreadful disease that 
can hit anyone.” 

Niagara’s Parkinson 
Superwalk is on Sunday, Sept 
11 at Lock 3 along the Welland 
Canal in St. Catharines. 
Registration is at 1 p.m. with 
walk starting at 1:30 p.m.

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Challenge of 
working together 

LAelham town councfllors bumped 
-L up against a common volimteer 
headache Monday. 

Caroline Botari, a member of the former 
Bradshaw Park Stewardship Committee, 
made a presentation to council’s general 
committee. She outlined the achievements 
of the stewardship committee from 2002 to 
2008 — created walking trails, built parking 
lot, restored a pond, planted thousands 
of trees and flowers, built a monument, 
installed lighting and so forth. 

Then she pointed out the shortcomings 
of the town’s maintenance of the park 
on Chander Rd. since the stewardship 
committee was disbanded. Vandalized 
trails, broken board walk, missing gates, 
damaged posts and so forth. 

She suggested re-appointment of a 
stewardship committee since the town 
can’t handle the upkeep of the park. 

The original stewardship committee and 
town parted company over what human 
resources people would call philosophical 
differences. 

Chief administrative officer Martin 
Yamich pointed to the insurance risks 
involved with allowingvolunteers to do 
work in town parks. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi said 
committees have to work directly with the 
town under its supervision. 

However, Ward 1 Coun. Richard Rybiak 
said the town should not discourage 
volunteers offering their services. 

Using an appropriate metaphor for 
Pelham, he said the town ought to take 
advantage of this “low hanging fruit” and 
find a way to cooperate. 

On another matter, we must clarify a 
point in a recent column about an eWaste 
Day scheduled Saturday, Aug. 27 at Pelham 
town hall in Fonthill. 

An organizer Rob Belchior points 
out, the Pelham Fire Department's auto 
extrication team created the fundraising 

The team has members from all three 
fire stations and in all three volunteer 
firefighter associations. They will receive 
discarded computers, cellphones, printers, 
fax machines and so on. The funds raised 
by selling the eWaste to Ontario Electronic 
Stewardship will go to the team.

The housing market is slow but steady 


I ocal home sales continued at a 
A—^steady pace in July. 

The Niagara Association of 
REALTORS’ reported 18 residential, 
single family transactions in Pelham 


during the past month - the same 
tally that was recorded in July 2010. 
Total sales through the first seven 
months of this year amounted to 106 
- down 18.5 per cent compared to 
the same period in 2010. 

Across the Niagara region, 

482 sales were reported in July, 
representing a 5.7% increase over the 
total of456 recorded in July of last 



The month results reflect a 
rebound in activity compared to last 
summer’s slow-down following the 
implementation of the HST on July 
1,2010. 

Overall, sales volumes have been 
sluggish throughout the first seven 
months of 2011 in most Niagara 
munidpalities, while average prices 


are continuing to climb. 

So for this year, the Niagara 
Assodation of REALTORS* has 
recorded 3,045 single family 
residential sales through the Niagara 
MLS” system, representing a drop of 
9.3% compared to the total of 3,356 
reported during the first 7 months of 
lastyear 

To better appredate the 
recessionary impact on the past 
five years of market activity take 
a look at the current year-to-date 
levd of3,045 sales in comparison to 
previous years: +1.7 vs 2009 total of 
2,993 sales; -10.5% vs 2008 total of 
3,403 sales and -17.8 vs 2007 total of 


3,706 sales. 

The silver lining in the lower 
volume environment is the steady 
growth in sale prices. Although 
overall sales activity is down, listing 
inventory levels are also at record 

The reduced supply is helping to 
off set the downward pressure on 
sale prices despite the fact that there 
are fewer buyers. 

The Niagara 12 month average 
price reached $228,729 in July, up 
1.7% over the July 2010figure of 
$224,828. In Pelham the average 
price held steady at $327,784 
compared to $327,856 in July 2010.

An update on the Libyan conflict 


I hough it may not have the 

-L constant presence in the news 
that it had months ago, the unrest in 
Libya is still very much an ongoing 
concern for Canadians, many of 
whom want to know what their 
country's mvolvement m the conflict 

With this interest in mind, as chair 
of the foreign affairs committee, I 
recently convened a rare summer 
meeting where committee members 

officials. 

The Canadian government takes 
this military involvement, indeed 
any military exercise, very seriously. 
We are determined to be a part of 
the solution that brings stability to 
a country that has suffered brutally 
under the reign of a tyrant This sort 


of role is something our country has 
played many times in past: acting to 
protect people being terrorized by 
forces outside their control. It is a role 
we take great pride in. 

But what exacdy is Canada doing 
in Libya? 

Well, Prime Minister Harper has 

has strongly encouraged several 
types of aid to this embattled country. 
As of now, Canada is working in 
conjunction with the UN efforts to 
monitor and control the crisis there, 
including the enforcement of the 
"no-fly-zone” 

The people of Libya are under 


Qadhafi regime, which has turned 
on its people, engaging in merciless 
killing and other atrocities. The 
Canadian forces working on the 


Libyan conflict are there to protect 
civilians from the violent conditions 
that this regime continues to create. 

The Canadian government 
also understands the key role 
humanitarian aid will play both 
in keeping Libyans safe and in the 
rebuilding that the country must do. 
Despite the intense difficulties posed 
by the volatile situation in Libya, the 
government has provided over $10 
million in aid, distributed through 
organizations like the Red Cross. This 
money has helped feed over a million 


Libyans, as well as providing medical 
care and supplies, as well as tents for 
90,000 displaced civilians. 

The aid will play a vital role in 
assisting this country weather the 
storm it now faces. Even when the 
conflict has come to a close there will 
be a great need for the thousands of 
people whose lives have been deeply 
affected by this violence. Canada will 
not forget those people. 

This mission will end when 
we have met very specific goals, 
specifically when its people can live

without fear of persecution from their 
own government. Libyan dictator 
Muammar Qadhafi is a very dear 
obstacle to the stability of this region 
and the military action he took 
against his own people has meant 
that he has lost any legitimacy to 
govern that nation. With this in mind, 
Canada will act to ensure that the 
Libyan people can decide their own 
futures, so that one day they might 
hope to enjoy the same level of peace 
we have in our country.

Recently, there has been numerous Niagara residents death due to a C.Difficile infection. 
C. difficile is a bacterial infection that is most commonly seen in hospitals and long term 
care facilities. Since there has been a recent outbreak, it is important to know about the 
bacteria and also what you can do to prevent infection. 

C. difficile is a bacteria that lives and grows in the small intestine and colon and is found 
primarily in the feces. The main ways to get the infection include use of antibiotics and 
person-to-person contact. 

Transmission from person to person occurs when a person’s hands are contaminated 
and transferred through touch and or contaminated objects. This is why it is extremely 
important not only in hospitals and long term care facilities but anywhere you go, to wash 
your hands. People should wash their hands with warm soap and water for at least 15 
seconds, getting under the fingernails and in between fingers. Bacteria can be trapped 
in jewelry so it is important to take off jewelry when washing your hands and also wash 
jewelry separately everyday. Wash your hands prior to preparing a meal, after using the 
washroom, before eating and after touching dirty surfaces. Other things that you can do 
at home include cleaning the house using all purpose house cleaner, paying particular 
attention to the toilet and sink, also cleaning clothes thoroughly, especially under garments 
in hot water cycle and high heat dryer. 

People who are more likely to be infected with C.difficile are the elderly, people who have 
recently been taking antibiotics and anyone who has any serious medical conditions or 
is in poor health. Antibiotics work by destroying bacterial infections in our bodies and 
as a result, they also kill off protective “good" bacteria. Our good bacteria works as a 
defense to help fight off any infection and to keep our bodies healthy. When you kill off 
protective bacteria through antibiotics C. Difficile thrives where it produces toxins causing 
damage and illness, primarily in the bowels (intestines and colon). In order for the doctor 
to determine if you are infected they take a sample of your feces and test for the bacteria. 
C.difficile produces a diarrhea that has a characteristic terrible smell and is often green 
in colour. (It is more severe in smell and quantity than is caused by most routine antibiotic 
use.) Clindamycin is one of the antibiotics more commonly associated with causing C. 
difficile. A prolonged duration of antibiotic use can also increase your chance of contracting 
C.difficile. 

Besides watery diarrhea other symptoms may include fever, abdominal pain and 
tenderness. In most cases, C. difficile can be treated with antibiotics, however in severe 
cases it can cause serious illness that may require surgery or even result in death. 

If you suspect you or a loved one is infected with C.difficile contact your family practitioner 
regarding the best way to proceed for diagnosis and treafment.
